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Sunoco Deal Indicates Tough Refiner Selling Market - Fitch 


Sunoco Inc.’s (SUN) 
agreement to sell its Tulsa, 
Okla., oil refinery to Holly 
Corp. (HOC) for $65 million 
won’t affect its investment- 
grade credit ratings, Fitch 
Ratings said, but the low 
price indicates refineries will 
face a tough environment to 
sell sites. 

Fitch’s comments came 
a day after Sunoco’s deal 
was announced, and the 
credit rater said sellers of 
brownfield refineries are 
facing a depressed economic 
environment, especially for 
sellers of smaller facilities 
with limited conversion 
capacity and significant capital 
expenditure requirements. 

Sunoco put the 85,000-barrel- 
a-day refinery up for sale 
in 2008 and in December 
disclosed that it would 
convert the facility into an oil 
product terminal if it couldn’t 
find a buyer. The agreed upon 
price tag represents a steep 
decline in asset values amid 
an industry slump. 

Skyrocketing crude oil prices, 
which are refiners’ biggest 
cost, and weakening demand 
for products such as gasoline 
and diesel hit the sector’s 
earnings after several years of 
high returns. 

The $65 million transaction 
equates to a sales price of 
just $745 a barrel of refining 
capacity, according to 
Fitch. This is sharply lower 
than recent refinery sales, 
including the $3,920-a-barrel 
sale of Valero Energy Corp.’s 
( VLO) 85,000-barrel-a-day 
Krotz Springs, La., refinery 
sold to Alon USA Energy 
Inc. (ALJ) last July and the 
$ll,875-a-barrel sale of the 
160,000-barrel-a-day Lima, 
Ohio, refinery sold to Husky 
Energy Inc. (HUSKF). 

Fitch on Friday affirmed 
its issuer default and senior 
unsecured credit ratings 
on Sunoco at BBB, or two 
notches above junk territory. 


A key motivation for the sale of 
the Tulsa refinery was Sunoco’s 
desire to avoid $400 million in 
capital costs required to bring 
the site into compliance with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s off-road diesel 
requirements. 

But finding a buyer was tough 
in the recession, as a steep 
drop in share prices across 
the energy sector has also 


diluted the value of stock as a 
deal currency for now, further 
limiting the ability of would-be 
buyers to finance purchases. 

The low price of the Tulsa 
sale doesn’t bode well for 
independent refiners or 
integrated oil companies 
looking to the sale of marginal 
refineries as a source of cash, 
Fitch said. Other refineries 
that are on the block or are 


expected to be put out for 
sale in the near term include 
Valero’s refinery in Aruba 
and Western Refinancing 
Inc.’s (WNR) Yorktown, Va., 
refinery. 

But those deals are also 
showing signs of trouble. 
Western Refinancing said last 
month it doesn’t expect to find 
a buyer for its Virginia refinery 
in the near future and last week, 


Russian oil company OAO 
Lukoil Holdings (LKOH. 
RS) said it didn’t have any 
immediate interest in buying 
Valero’s Aruba refinery, which 
has been on the block for 17 
months. 

Sunoco’s shares were down 
0.8% to $28.10 in recent 
trading. The company’s stock 
is off 43% from September.

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Carter continues to shine 

Top Trinidad and Tobago 
swimmer Dylan Carter 
smashed two Games records, 
including a national one, as 
he led the national team to a 
commanding performance 
on day three of the four- 
day 2009 Carifta Swimming 
Championships Saturday night 
in Aruba. And with Carter’s 
contributions, the T&T team 
extended their points lead to 
85 over the Bahamas (604.5 
to 519.5 points), followed by 
Martinique (437.5), Jamaica 
(433.5) and Guadeloupe (433) 
in that order. Carter’s two 
record-breaking golden swims 
were part of an eight gold, two 
silver and five bronze-medal 
haul on the night for Trinidad 
and Tobago, for a three-day 
tally of 23 gold, ten silver and 
15 bronze medals. 

Carter’s top-class 

achievements and re-writing 
of the record books started 
with the opening event of 
the night, the 200-metre 
Individual Medley (IM) for 
the Boys 11-12 age-group. 

A devastating last leg 
cancelled out the challenge of 
Aruban and home favourite 
Jordy Groters on his way to a 
2:23.88 clocking that erased 
Christian Homer’s 2:25..75 
mark set in 2005. 

Later in the night, 13-year-old 
Carter produced a scintillating 
sprint swim in the Boys 11- 
12 100-metre freestyle for 
a very fast 56.11-second 
timing that bettered his own 
58.21-second swim from the 
morning preliminaries. 

His prelim effort had also 
improved on Valy Pelagie’s 
2007 standard of 58.75. 

The final time shattered 
Nicholas Bovell’s 1999 record 
of 56.74. 

T&T’s Homer also mounted 
the top level of the rostrum 
with his 2:09.21 swim in the 
Boys 15-17 200m IM, while 
Cherelle Thompson exploded 
out of the blocks to produce 
a 34.04-second clocking for 
gold in the Girls 15-17 50m 
breaststroke. 




(35.48) claimed the bronze, 
while Ryan Rigues (31.77) 
also was first in the Boys 15- 
17 version of that event. 

Kimberlee John-Williams 
splashed to gold in the 
Girls 13-14 100m freestyle 
(1:00.38), but had to settle for 
silver in the Girls 13-14 200m 
butterfly (2:31.50). 

Joshua Romany completed a 


come-from-behind personal 
best in the Boys 13-14 100m 
freestyle when he posted a 
54.36-second clocking, while 
his teammate Keegan Boisson- 
Yates (55.03) claimed bronze. 
Caryl Blondell dashed to 53.05 
for a triumph in the Boys 15- 
17 edition of the event. 

And Samantha Rahael copped 
bronze in the Girls 15-17 
200m IM (2:28.02) and a 


silver in the 200m butterfly 
(2:30.03). The other medals 
came from Kadeja Phillip, 
a bronze in the Girls 15-17 
200m fly (2:32.21), and the 
Boys 13-14 4x200m freestyle 
relay team (Romany, Boisson- 
Yates, Blaine Sobrian, Joshua 
Changar), who were timed in 
8:47.01 for the bronze. 

The Carifta Championships 
came to a close last night.

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Columbine and the folly of overvaluing school sports 


New York - In December 
1999, just eight months 
after 15 people died there, 
Columbine High School 
won its first state football 
championship. Americans 
love a happy ending, and this 
one was made for TV. National 
newscasts ran footage of the 
celebrations at Columbine, 
which followed a predictable 
media script: Athletic triumph 
tempers human tragedy. 

And surely, Columbine High 
School needed any good news 
it could get. But the impulse 
to take comfort in sports 
reflected a larger problem, 
too: American high schools 
put far too large a premium on 
organized athletics. 

As we pause to commemorate 
the 10th anniversary of the 
Columbine murders, we 
should also reflect on the 
sports-crazed culture that 
helped produce them. 

Let’s be clear: Nothing can 
excuse the raw malevolence 
of the two boys, who gunned 
down 12 students and a teacher 
before taking their own lives. 
And they didn’t go looking 
for “jocks” to kill, as early 
media reports claimed. But 
they were bullied by athletes, 
who stood at the top of the 
Columbine social ladder. 
Even worse, adults reinforced 
this hierarchy. At Columbine, 
as sociologist Ralph Larkin 
has confirmed, teachers and 


administrators looked the 
other way when athletes hit 
or harassed weaker students. 
When sports stars got arrested 
outside the school, meanwhile, 
Columbine bent the rules to 
make sure they could still take 
the field. 

Most of all, the school awarded 
athletes a special place in 
its symbolic order. In foyer 
display cases, sports trophies 
and memorabilia spoke 
volumes about who really 
counted. The hallway leading 
to the gymnasium featured 
Columbine’s Wall of Fame, 
celebrating - you guessed it 
- the school’s outstanding 
athletes. 

That doesn’t make Columbine 
unique, of course. Indeed, 
other American communities 
lavish even more acclaim on 
their youthful sports heroes. 
At Permian High School in 
Odessa, Texas - made famous 
by the H.G. Bissinger book 
“Friday Night Lights” - 
school officials spent $70,000 
for a chartered airplane to fly 
the football team to visiting 
games. Meanwhile, the 
school’s textbooks were 15 
years out of date - and nobody 
could come up with the money 
to replace them. 

So let’s use this anniversary 
to think about sports - not 
just violence - in American 
schools. Keep in mind that 
violent crime in our schools 


has declined - not increased 
- by nearly half over the past 
decade. And shootings are 
extremely rare. Over the past 
20 years, about 10 students 
per year have been shot in 
school - roughly one per 
month during the academic 
year. That’s one too many, of 
course, but it hardly qualifies 
as a crisis. Our overemphasis 
on sports does. When we tie 
“school pride” to athletics, we 
give pride of place to student 
athletes. And we send exactly 
the wrong message to millions 
of children: The sports field 
is more important than the 
classroom. 

Colleges exacerbate the 
problem, of course, by 
rewarding athletic prowess 
with scholarships and special 
advantages in admissions. 
That’s because so much of 
their pride, too, is invested 
in fielding successful sports 
teams. And that returns us to 
Columbine, which won the 
state football title again in 
2002. Once more, the school 
celebrated its strength in the 
face of adversity. 

“The team and the school 
and the community at large 
had every reason to quit, to 
give up, to descend into total 
despair, but we’ve come 
out of it to a great degree,” 
Columbine’s principal said at 
the time. 

“We showed amazing resolve 


and resilience, and maybe, 
in some way, we’ve given 
faith to others, who saw how 
we responded.” But sports 
victories don’t signify strength, 
or resilience, or anything else; 
they simply mean that one 
team scored more points than 
another one did. Today, 10 
years after Columbine, we are 
still confusing athletic success 
with the moral and intellectual 
kind. We need some brave 


school leaders to stand up 
and state a few simple truths: 
Sports are not life, and life is 
not sports, and all of us need 
to relearn the difference. Any 
takers?

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Newly In Iraq, Army troops 
heading to Afghanistan

BAGHDAD (AP) — Only in 
Iraq a few weeks, nearly 500 
U.S. Army combat engineers 
who specialize in clearing roads 
of explosives learned they were 
being shipped off to southern 
Afghanistan, one of the clearest 
signs of America’s shifting 
wartime priorities. 

The transfer, which moved 
into its final stages Monday, is 
the largest movement so far of 
personnel and equipment from 
Iraq as President Barack Obama 
puts the focus on the fight in the 
Taliban heartland. 

“We are probably going to be the 
beginning of the influx you are 
going to see to Afghanistan,” Lt. 

Col. Kevin Landers, commander 
of the Fort Carson, Colo.-based 
4th Engineer Battalion, said 
as crews packed crates and 
cleaned vehicles for the flight to 
Kandahar. 

It’s now clear some of the troops 
and firepower will flow directly 
from Iraq, where the Pentagon 
plans to gradually draw down 
its more than 132,000 personnel 
before the withdrawal of all 
combat forces by September

2010. 

Obama has ordered 17,000 more 
U.S. soldiers and Marines to 
Afghanistan to bolster the 38,000 
American troops already battling 
the resurgent Taliban.

Minnesota Senate race 
moves to high court appeal 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP)^Lawyers 
for Republican Norm Coleman 
have filed notice to appeal his 
Senate election-lawsuit loss to 
Democrat A1 Franken. 

They filed a notice of appeal 
Monday afternoon with the 
Minnesota Supreme Court. The 
effort will seek to overturn a 
decision by a special three-judge 
panel that Franken came out 312 
votes ahead of Coleman in the 
November election. 

The former senator contends that 
local officials used inconsistent 
standards for deciding whether 
voters complied with absentee 
ballot rules. The panel ruled last 
week that local officials used 
reasonable latitude in running the 
election, and that equal protection 
under the law doesn’t require 
“rigid sameness.”

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Clinton urges release of 
U.S. journalist in Iran 


WASHINGTON - Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton renewed calls on 
Monday for Iran to release 
an American journalist 
convicted of spying and 
sentenced to eight years in 
prison. 

Clinton said Roxana Saberi 
is innocent and should be 
freed immediately. She 
also said she hoped for 
positive action from the full 
investigation into the case 
ordered by Iran’s judiciary 
chief and a request from 
Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad to Tehran’s top 
Tehran prosecutor to ensure 
she is allowed a full defense 
on appeal. 

“We believe she should 
be freed immediately, that 
the charges against her 


are baseless and that she 
has been subjected to a 
process that has been non¬ 
transparent, unpredictable 
(and) arbitrary,” Clinton 
told reporters at the State 
Department. 

“We hope that actions will 
be taken as soon as possible 
by the authorities in Iran, 
including the judiciary, to 
bring about the speedy release 
of Miss Saberi and her return 
home,” she said, adding that 
the Obama administration 
is continuing to work with 
Swiss intermediaries who 
represent U.S. interests in 
Iran to secure her freedom. 
“We are ... hoping that these 
remarks lead to actions,” 
Clinton said, referring to 
Ahmadinejad’s comment on 
Saberi’s appeal. 


State Department spokesman 
Robert Wood said the 
administration was looking 
to the Swiss for “more details 
about the sentence” and “to 
make sure that she has been 
properly treated.” 

“She’s been wrongly 
accused,” he said. “There 
have been charges that 
she committed espionage. 
It’s absolutely without 
foundation.” 

Saberi, who was bom in 
the U.S. and grew up in 
Fargo, N. D., was convicted 
last week after a one-day 
trial behind closed doors. 
President Barack Obama 
said Sunday he was “gravely 
concerned” about Saberi’s 
safety and well-being and 
was confident she was not 
involved in espionage.

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For its trouble, downtrodden 
Detroit Free Press gets Pulitzer

DETROIT (AP) — Struggling 
simply to survive as readership 
and advertising drop, the Detroit 
Pree Press celebrated winning a 
Pulitzer Prize on Monday for its 
reporting of a sex scandal that 
brought down the city’s mayor. 
Minutes before the Pulitzer was 
announced, most of the Tree 
Press staff crowded into the close 
quarters around the cluttered 
corner desks of Jim Schaefer and 
M.L. Elrick, the main reporters 
on the story. 

When Elrick, reading from a 
computer screen, announced, “It 
looks like we won,” applause 
exploded and continued for nearly 
two minutes. Schaefer and Elrick 
hugged, as did other staffers. 
“The community is in a better 
place now than it was a year ago, 
and although we take no joy in 
what Detroit had to go through, 
we take a lot of satisfaction that 
we did our job well,” Paul Anger, 
Free Press vice president and 


editor, said in an interview. “We 
upheld the First Amendment. We 
upheld the public’s right to know, 
and Detroit can move forward 
with confidence.” 

The newspaper won America’s 
most prestigious journalism 
award as it struggles through the 
harshest time the industry has ever 
seen, with layoffs, bankruptcies 
and closings brought on by 
the recession and an exodus of 
readers and advertisers to the 
Internet. 

It’s been a tough year for Detroit 
in general. The mortgage crisis 
has hit the city as hard as any 
place in the country. The turmoil 
of the domestic auto industry 
continues to lead to job cuts and 
add to the city’s skyrocketing 
unemployment. 

As the economy has foundered, 
the fortunes of the Free Press and 
its main competitor, The Detroit 
News, have dimmed. 

Home delivery has been reduced 
to the three days a week most 
popular with advertisers — 


Thursdays, Fridays and Sundays. 
The hope is that the papers — 
which share a business side under 
a joint operating agreement — 
can cut operating costs, without 
sacrificing newsroom staff, to 
weather the recession. 

The reporters who won, Schaefer 
and Elrick were the first to uncover 
steamy text messages between a 
married Kwame Kilpatrick, the 
mayor at the time, and Christine 
Beatty, his chief of staff. 

Excerpts were first published 
in January 2008 and led to both 
being charged and eventually 
jailed. The reporting opened 
the door to intense scrutiny of 
Kilpatrick, his finances and the 
operations of the mayor’s office. 
The paper has not said how it 
obtained the messages, which 
revealed that Kilpatrick and 
Beatty lied about their affair 
under oath during a 2007 whistle¬ 
blowers’ trial. The messages were 
left on Beatty’s city-issued pager. 
Following a short investigation, 
Wayne County prosecutor Kym 


Worthy charged Kilpatrick 
and Beatty in March 2008 
with perjury, misconduct and 
obstruction of justice. Kilpatrick 
was required to leave the mayor’s 
office after he pleaded guilty to 
two counts of obstruction of 
justice and no contest to assault. 
The award for local reporting is 
the ninth Pulitzer for the Free 
Press, and Elrick and Schaefer 
were elated to have been a part 
of it. 

“This is something you want to 
do through your whole life — at 
least once you realize you want 
to be in newspapers,” Elrick told 


the staff. 

The Free Press’ Mike Thompson 
also was named a Pulitzer finalist 
in the editorial cartooning 
category. 

The Free Press is owned by 
Gannett Co., based in McLean, 
Virginia. 

The Pulitzers are the most 
prestigious award in journalism 
and are given out annually by 
Columbia University on the 
recommendation of the 19- 
person board. Each award carries 
a $10,000 prize except for the 
public service award, which is a 
gold medal.

The memos detailed the 
use of waterboarding — a 
form of simulated drowning 
that Attorney General Eric 
Holder has denounced as 
torture — as well as sleep 
deprivation, isolation and 


physical violence. 

According to the declassified 
memos, waterboarding 

was used on alleged 9/11 
mastermind Khalid Sheik 
Muhammed 183 times in 
March 2003. Suspected al- 
Qaida logistics chief Abu 
Zubaydah was subjected to 


the treatment 83 times in 
August 2002. 

Obama said Monday that a 
court case was going to force 
the memos to be released 
and that much of what they 
contained had already been 
compromised through leaks 
to news media. 

“I acted primarily because of 


the exceptional circumstances 
that surrounded these memos, 
particularly the fact that so 
much of the information was 
public,” he said. 

The president urged the 
hundreds of CIA employees 
who gathered in a secure 
auditorium to ignore the 
recent controversy. “Don’t 
be discouraged by what’s 
happened the last few weeks,” 
he said. 

A round of cheers erupted 
when CIA Director Leon 
Panetta introduced Obama, 
who quickly reassured them 
that they had his backing. 

“I know the last few days 
have been difficult,” he said. 
“You need to know you’ve 
got my full support.” 

But Obama also heard a 
reminder of the intense 
criticism his decision sparked 
from many in the intelligence 
community. Four former CIA 
directors and several senior 
agency officials opposed the 
release of the memos. 

“You don’t get credit when 
things go good, but you sure 
get some blame when things 
don’t,” Obama said. 

Obama met privately with 
Panetta and about 50 CIA 
employees, fielding questions 
about his decision to release 
the memos and on other 
topics. Panetta had agreed 
to releasing the memos, but 
he also pressed for heavier 
censorship. The memos 
were only lightly redacted 
when they were released last 
Thursday. 

Obama has vowed not to seek 
prosecution of CIA agents and 
interrogators who took part 
in waterboarding and other 
harsh interrogation tactics. 
His chief of staff, Rahm 
Emanuel, said this weekend 
that the Obama adminstration 
also won’t seek prosecution 
for the Bush administration 
lawyers who wrote the memos 
approving the tactics. 

Obama told the CIA 
employees that the must 
perform their work ethically 
because they are guarding 
America against attacks 
from “people who have no 
scruples.” He said that he 
understands that intelligence 
officials sometimes feel as if 


they are operating with one 
hand tied behind their backs. 
But Obama said that 
upholding American values 
and ideals in the face of those 
enemies is “what makes the 
United States special and 
what makes you special.” 
Separately, Senate 

Intelligence Committee 
Chairman Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein on Monday sent 
Obama a letter asking him 
to withhold judgment on 
potential prosecutions until 
the committee completes its 
investigation of the CIA’s 
detention and interrogation 
program. The committee is 
looking into the treatment of 
each of the CIA’s 14 “high- 
value detainees,” a list that 
includes Zubaydah and 
Khalid Sheik Muhammed. 
Before heading to the CIA, 
Obama convened his first 
formal Cabinet meeting, 
asking department and 
agency chiefs to look for 
ways over the next 90 days 
to cut $100 million out of 
the federal budget and telling 
them he feared “a confidence 
gap” with the public. 

Back from his fence-mending 
trip to Latin America and the 
Caribbean, Obama reminded 
the panel that American 
families are making tough 
financial decisions and need 
to know the government is 
spending their money wisely, 
too. 

I 

n a brief conversation 
with reporters, Obama 
acknowledged that $100 
million, by itself, wouldn’t 
put much of a dent in a more 
than $3 trillion budget. But he 
also said that the cumulative 
effect of putting agencies in 
a budget-cutting frame of 
mind would ultimately make 
a difference and that getting 
started now would “set 
the right tone” for families 
struggling to make ends 
meet. 

The meeting was being held 
just days after a series of “Tea 
Party” demonstrations across 
the country in which protesters 
challenged the administration 
over its massive spending to 
help pull the country and its 
financial system out of an 
economic nose dive unseen 
in decades.

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Police arrest suspect in Boston Craigslist slaying

BOSTON - A man was 
arrested Monday in the 
shooting death last week at a 
luxury hotel of a woman who 
advertised massage services 
on Craigslist, Boston’s police 
commissioner said. Phil 
Markoff, 22, was arrested 
by Boston police after being 
stopped in south of Boston 
on Interstate 95 in Walpole, 
Police Commissioner 

Ed Davis said at a news 
conference. 

Davis said that authorities 
had the Boston University 
student under surveillance 
“for days” before making the 
arrest. Markoff is originally 
from upstate New York, but 
lives in Quincy, just south of 
Boston, police said. 

Markoff is charged with 
killing Julissa Brisman, 29, 
who was found dead Tuesday 
at the Boston Marriott Copley 
Place. The New York City 
woman advertised massage 
services on Craigslist and 
had a massage table set up in 
the room where she was shot 
Tuesday, police said. 
Markoff is scheduled to 
be arraigned in Boston 
Municipal Court on 
Tuesday. 

Suffolk District Attorney 
Daniel Conley said Markoff 
is also charged with 
unlawful possession of a 
firearm. In addition, Conley 
said Markoff is charged 
with kidnapping and armed 
robbery in a separate case 
involving another woman he 
met on Craigslist. 

Police said they had long 
suspected that Brisman’s 
killer was connected to a 
robbery at the Westin Copley 
Hotel in Boston. 
AuthoritiesbelieveBrisman’s 
death also may be connected 
to the attempted robbery 
Thursday in Warwick, R.I., 
of an exotic dancer by a man 


responding to an ad she had 
posted on Craigslist. She was 
held at gunpoint before her 
husband entered the room 
and her attacker fled. 

The four photos released 
Monday by Warwick police 
show a man in a dark jacket 
with a baseball cap pulled 
low, obscuring much of his 
face. The surveillance photos 
of the man were similar 
to those released from the 
Boston Marriott Copley 
Place. 

Boston police said they’ve 
also received more than 150 
tips about Brisman’s killing. 
Conley said authorities 
believe Markoff may have 
had other victims. 

“There may be other victims 
out there, and if you are, we 
want you to come forward,” 
said Conley.

Since then, his troops have 
conducted routine operations 
while preparing for their 
departure. 

They won’t be replaced 
— another sign of America’s 
evolving military map. 

By the end of next year, the 
U.S. military presence could be 
down to about 30,000 to 50,000 
personnel to train and advise 
Iraqi security forces. Plans call 
for all American forces to leave 
Iraq by the end of 2012. 

Military officials have publicly 
said they would not redirect large 
numbers of soldiers directly from 
Iraq to Afghanistan. Quietly, 
though, the military has been 
sending troops and equipment 
for months. 

In late March, the Fort Sill, 
Okla.-based 100th Brigade 
Support Battalion was moved 
from the giant U.S. base 


in Balad, 50 miles north 
of Baghdad, to southern 
Afghanistan. 

Meanwhile, a stream of 
military transport planes has 
been ferrying helicopters, 
vehicles, weapons and other 
equipment from Iraq to 
Afghanistan. 

But this week’s airlift of the 
4th Engineer Battalion “is 
the largest unit movement 
of personnel and gear from 
Iraq to Afghanistan to date,” 
said Lt. Col. Dave Dancer, 
operations chief for the 225th 
Engineer Brigade, which 
oversees the 4th Engineers. 
The battalion arrived in Iraq 
in late February. Four days 
after taking command in 
mid-March, it received new 
orders: pack up and compete 
its 12-month deployment in 
Afghanistan, said Landers, 
42, of Atlanta.

The battalion began sending 
troops and equipment — 
everything from giant tow 
trucks and bulldozers to desks 
and chairs — last week, said 
Command Sgt. Major Anthony 
Archer, 41, of Austin, Texas.

Sgt. Tony Hardy, 38, of 
Fountain, Colo., said his 
troops hadn’t had time to think 
too much about the move. 
“Just keep them busy. Keep 
them working and it keeps 
their mind on what we have 
got to do and not what they 
may have to do,” Hardy said. 
Landers and Archer broke the 
news to the soldiers in late 
March at Camp Victory, the 
main U.S. military base in 
Iraq. 

“We told them what we had 
in front of us ... and that we 


needed them to pull together as 
a team,” Landers said. Families 
in Colorado were later told in 
a video conference. 

Landers said his soldiers will 
face challenges with the new 
assignment — from new 
terrain to a new enemy to new 


tactics. 

But he said the battalion 
drilled at the National Training 
Center in Fort Irwin, Calif., 
where troops are put through 
combat scenarios meant to 
replicate hazards faced in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 


Stephen Hawking hospitalized, 
reported very ill

LONDON (AP) — Stephen 
Hawking, the British 
mathematician and physicist 
famed for his work on black 
holes, was rushed to a hospital 
Monday and was seriously ill, 
Cambridge University said. 
Hawking has been fighting 


a chest infection for several 
weeks and was being treated 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge, the university 
city northeast of London, the 
university said. 

“Professor Hawking is very 
ill,” said Gregory Hayman, 
the university’s head of 
communications. “He is 
undergoing tests. He has 
been unwell for a couple of 
weeks.” 

Later in the afternoon, 
Hayman said Hawking was 
“now comfortable but will be 
kept in hospital overnight.” 
The illness had caused 
Hawking to cancel an 
appearance at Arizona State 
University on April 6. 
Hawking, 67, gained renown 
for his work on black holes, 
and has remained active 
despite being diagnosed at 
21 with ALS, (amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis), an incurable 
degenerative disorder also 
known as Lou Gehrig’s 
disease. 

For some years, Hawking has 
been almost entirely paralyzed, 
and he communicates through 


an electronic voice synthesizer 
activated by his fingers. 

Hawking was involved in the 
search for the great goal of 
physics — a “unified theory” 
— which would resolve 
contradictions between Albert 
Einstein’s General Theory of 
Relativity, which describes 
the laws of gravity that govern 
the motion of large objects 
like planets, and the Theory 
of Quantum Mechanics, 
which deals with the world of 
subatomic particles. 

“A complete, consistent 
unified theory is only the first 
step: our goal is a complete 
understanding of the events 
around us, and of our own 
existence,” he wrote in his 
best-selling book, “A Brief 
History of Time,” published 
in 1988. 

In a more accessible 
sequel “The Universe in 
a Nutshell,” published in 
2001, Hawking ventured into 
concepts like supergravity, 
naked singularities and the 
possibility of a universe with 
11 dimensions. 
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Iran’s leader sparks Western walkout at U.N. meeting

GENEVA (AP) — Iranian 
President Mahmoud 

Ahmadinejad accused the 
West of using the Holocaust 
as a “pretext” for aggression 
against Palestinians, prompting 
walkouts Monday by every 
European Union country at a 
U.N. conference on racism. 

The meeting turned chaotic 
almost from the start when two 
protesters in rainbow wigs tossed 
red clown noses at Ahmadinejad 
as he began his speech with 
a Muslim prayer. A Jewish 
student group from France said 
it had been trying to convey “the 
masquerade that this conference 
represents.” 

Ahmadinejad — the first 
government official to take the 
floor — restarted and delivered 
his speech for more than a half- 
hour, saying the United States 
and Europe had helped establish 
Israel after World War II at the 
expense of Palestinians. 

“They resorted to military 
aggression to make an entire 
nation homeless under the pretext 
of Jewish suffering,” he said. 
That prompted the walkout by 
some 40 diplomats from Britain 
and France and other European 
Union countries. The Europeans 
had threatened to leave the 
conference if it descended into 
anti-Semitism or other rhetoric 
harshly critical of Israel, which 
marred the U.N.’s last conference 
on racism eight years ago in 
South Africa. 

The United States and eight other 
Western countries were already 
boycotting the event Monday, 
the eve of Israel’s Holocaust 
Remembrance Day, because of 
concerns about its fairness. 
Ahmadinejad also accused Israel 
of being the “most cruel and 
repressive racist regime” and 
blamed the U.S. invasion of Iraq 
on a Zionist conspiracy. 

Most of his rhetoric was not new 
but its timing and high profile 
could complicate U.S. efforts 
to warm ties with the Islamic 
republic: Alejandro Wolff, the 
U.S. deputy ambassador to the 
United Nations, denounced what 
he called “the Ahmadinejad 
spectacle.” 

“We call on the Iranian 
leadership to show much more 
measured, moderate, honest 
and constructive rhetoric when 
dealing with issues in the region, 
and not this type of vile, hateful, 
inciteful speech that we all saw,” 
Wolff told reporters at the U.N. 
in New York. 

Protesters holding placards 
reading “This is a circus. A racist 


cannot fight racism,” repeatedly 
interrupted the speech with 
shouts of “Shame! shame!” and 
“Racist! racist!” 

Later, about 100 members 
of mainly pro-Israel and 
Jewish groups tried to block 
Ahmadinejad’s entrance to a 
scheduled news conference. 

U.N. chief Ban Ki-moon met with 
Ahmadinejad before his speech 
and said he had counseled the 
Iranian leader to avoid dividing 
the conference. Ban later said he 
was disappointed Ahmadinejad 
had used his speech “to accuse, 
divide and even incite,” directly 
opposing the aim of the meeting. 
“It was a very troubling experience 
for me as a secretary-general,” he 
told reporters. “It was a totally 
unacceptable situation.” 

The Israeli Foreign Ministry 
condemned Ahmadinejad’s 
speech and Ban’s meeting with 
the Iranian leader. 

“It is unfortunate that U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon 
deemed it appropriate to meet 
with the greatest Holocaust 
denier of our time,” Israel said. 
“This matter is especially severe, 
as it took place on the eve of 
Holocaust Memorial Day.” 
Ahmadinejad has been praised 
by some in the Muslim world for 
calling for Israel’s destruction and 
for other anti-Israeli comments. 
The hard-liner has often used 
international forums to criticize 
Israel including at last year’s 
U.N. General Assembly where 
he said Israel was on “a definite 


slope to collapse.” 

Most Muslim delegations in 
Geneva declined to comment, but 
Pakistan said the protesters were 
wrong to interrupt Ahmadinejad’s 
speech. 

“If we actually believe in freedom 
of expression then he has the right 
to say what he wants to say,” 
Ambassador Zamir Akram told 
The Associated Press. “There 
were things in there that a lot 
of people in the Muslim world 
would be in agreement with, for 
example the situation in Palestine, 
in Iraq and in Afghanistan, even 
if they don’t agree with the way 
he said it.” 

Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown’s spokesman said Britain 
would return to the talks but 
“unreservedly condemns his 
offensive and unacceptable 
remarks.” 

In Paris, French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy condemned what he 
called “an intolerable call to 
racist hate.” 

Ahmadinejad’s speech also took 
aim at the United States for its role 
in the global economic crisis and 
at Western countries for imposing 
unfair economic conditions on 
the developing world. 

“Wasn’t the military action against 
Iraq planned by the Zionists 
and their allies in the then-U.S. 
administration, in complicity 
with the arms-manufacturing 
companies, and the owner of the 
world?” he asked. 

Ahmadinejad’s speech was also 
interrupted several times by cheers 


from the large Iranian delegation 
accompanying the government. 
Iran’s state TV broadcast pictures 
showing some delegates cheering 
and other delegates leaving the 
conference. 


“The president confidently 
continued his speech despite 
efforts by some Western 
diplomats to disrupt his address,” 
state TV said. 

But Ahmadinejad’s provocative 
remarks may not be well- 
received among many others 
in Iran, which is suffering from 
high inflation and unemployment 
partly as a result of its global 
isolation. Many have criticized 
Ahmadinejad, who is up for re- 
election in June, for spending too 
much time on anti-Israel and anti- 
Western rhetoric and not enough 
on the country’s economy. 
Ahmadinejad, as head of state, 
had the right to speak and did 
not need a U.N. invitation to 
the weeklong event aimed 
at stamping out intolerance 
worldwide. 

Even before Ahmadinejad’s 
speech, Israel withdrew its 
ambassador from Switzerland 
on Monday in a harsh diplomatic 
response to a pre-conference 
dinner shared by Swiss 
President Hans-Rudolf Merz and 
Ahmadinejad. In their Sunday 
night conversation, Merz 
pressed the case of a jailed 
American journalist in Iran, 
acting in Switzerland’s role as 
the official representative of 
U.S. interests in Iran. 
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Jamaica hijacking foiled, but what about security?

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 
— A disoriented young man 
with a gun forced his way 
past security and barged onto 
a jetliner destined for Cuba, 
taking the crew hostage, 
firing a bullet that grazed the 
co-pilot’s face and demanding 
to be flown off the island, 
witnesses and police said 
Monday. 

After eight hours of fruitless 
negotiations, soldiers stormed 
the plane and arrested the 
man without further injury, 
but authorities were deeply 
embarrassed about the security 
breach at Montego Bay’s 
airport, a major Caribbean 
tourist hub. 

“There was quite clearly 
a breach of security at the 
airport, and I’ve asked for 
an investigation to be done 
immediately,” said Prime 
Minister Bruce Golding, who 
arrived on the scene overnight 
to oversee talks with the 
hijacker. 

The gunman was identified as 
Stephen Pray, a 20-year-old 
Jamaican described by police 
as “mentally challenged.” 
Showing the gun, he forced 
his way past several security 
checkpoints. At least two 


people chased him, but failed 
to stop him from reaching the 
tarmac and boarding CanJet 
Airlines Plight 918 about 
10:20 p.m. local time Sunday. 
Jamaican Information Minister 
Daryl Vaz told The Associated 
Press that Pray demanded to 
be flown to Cuba. The flight’s 
next stop was Santa Clara, 
Cuba. But witnesses said 
the gunman wanted to reach 


America. 

“He said 4 You are not going 
to stop me. I’m going to 
the U.S.,” Jacques Poulin, a 
passenger from Glace Bay, 
Nova Scotia, told The Toronto 
Star. “There were two people 
chasing him but he managed 
to get into the plane.” 

Flight attendant Heidi 
Tofflemire was greeting 
passengers as they boarded 


the plane when she noticed the 
hijacker’s weapon, according 
to her mother, said Karen 
Tofflemire, speaking from 
Chezzetcook, Nova Scotia. 
“She said, 4 What is that?’ And 
he said, 'Never you mind. I’ll 
take care of it.’ He barged past 
her. So she went in to tell the 
pilot,” Tofflemire said. 

A security officer got on board 
and approached the gunman, 


who became agitated and 
fired the gun, passenger 
Brenda Grenier told Canadian 
broadcaster CTV Newsnet. 
“That’s when we all got very, 
very scared and people were 
crying and praying and we 
were just really frightened 
for all of our lives. There 
were children on the plane,” 
Grenier said. 

The co-pilot also had tried to 
talk Fray into surrendering, 
and was lightly injured, Poulin 
said. “I don’t know what he 
said but the man shot into the 
loading ramp and the bullet 
grazed the co-pilot’s face,” 
Poulin said. 

Several passengers said they 
hurriedly left cash in bag for 
the hijacker, hoping it would 
secure their freedom. 

A short while later, he released 
two crew members and all 
159 passengers who had 
come on board — all of them 
Canadians, including several 
groups who planned to attend 
weddings in Cuba as part of a 
Canadian travel package. 

Six other crew members 
were held at gunpoint until 
6:40 a.m., when a unit from 
the Jamaica Defence Force 
Counter Terrorism Operations 
Group stormed aboard. 


Two Suriname men win 
global environmental prize

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 
— When Hugo Jabini saw his 
people’s territory in Suriname 
being devastated by logging in 
the mid-1990s, he and a tribal 
leader of the forest-dwelling 
Saramaka decided to devote 
their days to halting the buzz 
of chain saws. 

For years, Jabini and Wanze 
Eduards, who are from 
settlements of palm-thatched 
huts deep in Suriname’s central 
rain forest, organized tribal 
communities to peacefully 
defend their land and promote 
their rights — even as the 
South American nation’s 
government warned they 
would be imprisoned if they 
tried to stop the logging. 


Their activism toward halting 
the clearcutting of vast stands 
of tropical trees was rewarded 
Monday with the Goldman 
Environmental Prize, given 
annually by the San Francisco- 
based Goldman Environmental 
Foundation to six winners, one 
on each inhabited continent. 
The winners, who are 
nominated confidentially by 
environmental groups and 
individuals worldwide, receive 
a $150,000 cash prize. 

Jabini, 45, said the shared 
award with Eduards was a 
great honor for his tribe of 
Maroons, the descendants of 
West African slaves who fled 
into the jungle after Dutch 
colonists brought them across 
the Atlantic to work colonial 
plantations. The Saramaca 


— the largest Maroon tribe in 
Suriname — live by fishing, 
hunting, planting crops and 
gathering wild nuts and fruits. 
“The forest is our life. 
Saving this environment by 
organizing our people to fight 
against loggers was a fight for 
survival,” Jabini said during a 
Monday telephone interview 
from San Francisco, where he 
and the other winners were 
being recognized. 

The pair’s decade-long 
campaign against logging on 
Saramacan lands ultimately 
led to a ruling by the Inter- 
American Court of Human 
Rights whose impact extends 
beyond Suriname. The 
Goldman Foundation said 
Eduards and Jabini helped 
changed the law so that prior 


and informed consent of 
indigenous groups will be 
required for maj or development 
projects throughout the 
Americas. “They saved not 
only their communities’ 9,000 


square kilometers (nearly 
3,500 square miles) of forest, 
but strengthened the possibility 
of saving countless more,” the 
San Francisco-based group 
said in a statement. 
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Paraguayan president hit with second paternity claim

ASUNCION, Paraguay (AP) 
— Paraguay’s president was 
hit with another paternity claim 
Monday, just a week after 
the former Roman Catholic 
bishop acknowledged fathering 
a different illegitimate child 
while still subject to his vows of 
chastity. 

Fernando Lugo, 57, did not 
confirm nor deny fathering the 
6-year-old boy, but read a brief 
statement promising to “act 
always in line with the truth 
and subject myself to all the 
requirements presented by the 
justice system.” 

He also appealed for privacy, 
referring all questions about 
paternity claims to his lawyer. 
Two of Lugo’s cabinet ministers 
started judicial proceedings 
against their boss on the latest 
woman’s behalf, and vowed to 
order DNA tests if Lugo doesn’t 
recognize paternity. 

Women’s Minister Glorida 
Rubin said Lugo later agreed 
to submit to DNA tests and talk 
with the woman to try to reach an 
understanding. 

When Lugo admitted last week 
that he fathered a 2-year-old 
boy with a different former 
parishioner, saying he would 
“assume all responsibilities” for 
the boy, analysts predicted his 
forthright response would disarm 
the potential scandal, despite the 
feeling of at least one bishop that 
it was a “slap in the face” of the 
Catholic Church. 

Now another paternity claim is 
sure to give his opponents more 
ammunition. 

Lugo said attorney Marcos 
Farina, who represents him in 
the other paternity case, would 
handle this claim as well. 

Lugo said last week that he was 
acting with a sense of “absolute 
honesty and a sense of duty and 
transparency” to acknowledge 
his relationship with Viviana 
Carrillo,” the 2-year-old’s 
mother. 

Benigna Leguizamon, an 
impoverished soap-seller, said 
Lugo’s admission inspired her to 
go public about her 6-year-old. 

“I decided to make this claim 
through the media before going 
to the courts after seeing that 
last week Viviana Carrillo got 
President Lugo to recognize their 
child,” she said. 

Both women said they were just 
teenagers when they first met 
Lugo. And Leguizamon said he 
privately acknowledged fathering 
her son at the time of his birth. 
Carrillo said her 2-year-old is 
named Guillermo Armindo in 
honor of Lugo’s grandfather, and 
Leguizamon said Lugo wanted 


her to name her boy Fernando 
Armindo. 

“I told him that Armindo, for 
me, is a very ugly name, so I 
put Lucas instead” — Fernando 
Lucas, she said. 

Leguizamon said she arrived 
in Lugo’s San Pedro diocese in 
2000 at age 17 with an infant 
daughter and worked in the 
bishopric, where she began a 
relationship with Lugo. She told 
her story in interviews Monday 
with Paraguay’s Ultima Hora 
newspaper, Channel 4 television 
network and the Uno and Caritas 
de Asuncion radio stations. 

Her son was born in September 
2002, but she said Lugo gave 
her little money to support him 
and so she began a relationship 
with another man and now has 
four children. That man suffered 
a stroke and can no longer work, 
she said, so she supports the 
family by selling homemade 
soaps and detergents door-to- 
door. Lugo’s son, she said, helps 
her by collecting used bottles to 
contain the liquid. 

The Women’s Ministry and the 
Childhood and Adolescence 
Ministry sent officials to 
interview Leguizamon and 
begin paternity procedures on 
Monday in Ciudad del Este, the 
eastern city where she lives near 
Paraguay’s border with Brazil 
and Argentina. 

“Lugo is my boss, but we’re 
acting anyway,” Childhood and 
Adolescence Minister Liz Torres 
said. “The child has the right to 
know who its father is, to bear 
his last name and receive help 
from him.” 

Many Paraguayans said the 
paternity scandal has been a black 
eye for both the government and 
the Catholic Church, to which 90 
percent of Paraguayans say they 
belong. 

Lugo resigned in 2004 as bishop 
of San Pedro, in the landlocked 
nation’s poorest province, and 
in December 2006 announced 
he was renouncing his bishop 
status to run for president. Pope 
Benedict XVI didn’t give him 
permission to resign, relieving 
him of his chastity vows, until 
July 2008, after insisting during 
Lugo’s campaign that he would 
always be a bishop under Church 
law. 

Lugo said last week that he 
would like to return to work 
for the Roman Catholic Church 
when his term ends, despite 
acknowledging that he fathered 
the first child while still a bishop. 
“Fortunately, the Catholic Church 
is very pluralistic and has many 
places where I will be able to 
work when I leave the presidency 
on Aug. 16, 2013,” Lugo said. 
After the first paternity claim, 
Catholic officials in Paraguay 


asked Church members for 
forgiveness for the “sins of 
ministers and faithful.” Some 
Paraguayans called for Lugo’s 
excommunication, but the 
Church said it cannot punish the 
president because he is now a 
layman. 

The Church statement also 
urged other priests to keep their 
vows, and asked all Catholics 
and people of good faith to pray 
for them to keep faithful to their 
priestly mission. 

At least one Paraguayan bishop, 
Ignacio Gogorza, was more 
blunt. 

“Lugo’s conduct, to have 
maintained a sexual relation with 
a young woman while he was 
still a bishop, for the Church is 
a slap in the face,” Gogorza said. 
“The risk we see is that somehow 
this act will diminish the moral 
authority of the Church.”

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Ethiopia’s Merga, Kenya’s Kosgei win in Boston

BOSTON (AP) — Kenya’s 
Salina Kosgei outkicked 
Kara Goucher and defending

Ethiopia’s Deriba Merga

Merga had pulled away by the 
bottom of Heartbreak Hill,

Merga led much of the 
Olympic marathon last 
August before he wilted in the 
heat and was passed in the last 
quarter-mile, finishing fourth. 
His victory Monday gave 
Ethiopia its second in five 
years; Kenya had won in 16 
of the past 18 years, and will 
have to be satisfied with a 
women’s title — its seventh 
since the turn of the century. 
“Boston is one of the biggest 
marathons in the world,” 
Merga said. “Because of that, 
our people are very happy.” 
The men seemed undaunted 
by a stiff headwind that 
slowed the women to a 
methodical pace — 6:28 for 
the first mile.

Brown, who has taken 
Cleveland to the postseason 
in each of his four seasons, 
was honored Monday as 
the league’s top coach after 
leading the Cavaliers to 66 
wins, a Central Division 
title and the No. 1 overall 
playoff seed following the 
greatest regular season in 
club history. 

With James and the other 
Cavaliers standing behind 
him and his coaching staff 
seated a few feet away, 
Brown humbly accepted the 
Red Auerbach trophy. 

“If they did not want me 
to coach them, I wouldn’t 
be able to coach them,” 


he said. “I look at this as a 
partnership. Yes, my name is 
on this, but this is the ultimate 
team award from a coaching 
standpoint. I haven’t put on a 
uniform or done anything out 
on the floor. The players have 
done it all. The coaching staff 
has done a lot and when you 
win an award like this, you 
can’t do it by yourself. 

“You have some great people 
around you.” 

None greater than James, the 
likely league MVP, who feels 
Brown has been overlooked 
mostly because he has a 
superstar at his disposal. 
“That was the main reason,” 
James said. “But that doesn’t 
take away from the fact that 
we still have to go out there 
and play for him and abide 
by his system. There are a lot 


of teams with great talent, but 
that doesn’t automatically 
qualify you as a good coach 
or give you wins. 

“It just showed this year how 
good of a coach he is.” 
Brown joins Bill Fitch in 
1976 as the only Cleveland 
coaches to win the award. 


Expected to be a close vote, 
Brown won in a landslide. He 
received 55 first-place votes 
and earned 355 total points 
from a panel of 122 sports 
writers and broadcasters, 
who awarded five points for 
first, three points for second 
and one point for third. 































Safina officially takes over 
No. 1 women’s ranking 


LONDON (AP) — Dinara 
Safina officially took over the 
top ranking on the WTA Tour 
on Monday, making her and 
older sibling Marat Safin the

Vets blame toxin in 21 
polo horse deaths in II.S

WELLINGTON, Florida (AP) 
— The sudden death of 21 
polo horses at a championship 
event in Florida may have 
been caused by a toxin in the 
animals’ feed, vitamins or 
supplements, veterinarians 
said Monday. 

The horses from the 
Venezuelan-owned team 
Lechuza Caracas became 
ill just before a tournament 
match Sunday, collapsing and 
dying on the scene or while 
being treated at vet clinics or 
transported, officials said. 

The deaths shocked this 
affluent equestrian and golfing 
community in central Palm 
Beach County, where the 
International Polo Club Palm 
Beach hosts the U.S. Open 
Polo Championship every 
year. 


“This was devastating. It was 
heartbreaking, to see that many 
horses get sick all at once,” 
said John Wash, president of 
club operations. 

Dr. Scott Swerdlin, a 

veterinarian at Palm Beach 
Equine Clinic near the polo 
grounds, treated one of 

the sick horses. He said it 
appeared the animals died of 
heart failure caused by some 
kind of toxin that could have 
been in tainted food, vitamins 
or supplements, or by some 
combination of all three that 
caused a toxic reaction. “A 
combination of something 
with an error in something 
that was given to these horses 
caused this toxic reaction,” 
Swerdlin told reporters. 
Toxicology tests were pending 
Monday. 

The 60-horse team is owned 
by Venezuelan banker Victor 


Vargas but most of the horses 
and players are Argentine, 
Swerdlin said. The team 
travels most of the year. 
Swerdlin said the 21 horses 
together were worth up to $2 
million. 

“It would take 10 years to 
build that string back up,” he 
said. 

The International Polo Club 
said in a statement that polo 
horses are thoroughbreds who 
often get used in play into their 
mid-teens and are frequently 
rotated during a match. 
Swerdlin also said the Lechuza 
team was considered among 
the best of the eight teams 
entered in the 105th U.S. 
Open, which started April 
3 and is slated to end with a 
final match Sunday. 

“They were the team to bat,” 
he said. “They have some of 
the greatest polo players in the 
world.” The Lechuza Caracas 
horses were being unloaded 
from their trailers Sunday 
afternoon when two collapsed 
and others acted dizzy and 
disoriented, according to the 
International Polo Club Palm 
Beach. Seven horses died at 
the scene and the rest while 
being treated elsewhere or en 
route to medical care. All the 
horses that fell ill have died. 
Veterinarians already at the 
event quickly tried treating the 
horses, inserting intravenous 
lines and trying to cool them 
down with fans and water. 
Observers hung blue tarps 
to shield some of the horses 
from the crowd’s view. 
Officials said they have 
ruled out any sort of airborne 
infections, and games would 
resume on Wednesday.

Marat Safin was ranked No. 1 
on the men’s tour in 2000, the 
same year he won the first of 


two Grand Slam singles titles. 
“He has two Grand Slams,” 
Safina said of her brother in 
a video posted on the WTA’s 
Web site. “He’s still much 
better than me, so I have to 
catch him.” 

Safina won four titles last 
year.

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Clara Rojas: “la guerrilla puede ser derrotada

Madrid (EFE) - La ex candidata
